In reply to Mr. Hummel s statement, 
I i»eg leave to say tbit Mr. Hummel is 
in erroF. that I never advised the pro¬ 
cedure by resolution, nor said that pro¬ 
cedure by resolution was preferable to 
procedure by ordinance, nor in any way, 
directly or indirectly, expressed such an 
opiuion. anil for the very good reason 
that I ne\er was asked the question, 
had never formed any opinion on the 
subject, and I think at that time, which 
was iD June, Djill, had not sufficient 
knowledge of the subject to venture 
giving an opinion if asked. 

What I did do was to give the Town¬ 
ship Committee an opinion aa to which 
of the \arious statutes upon the books 
they could proceed uuder in providing a 
system of sewage within the township of 
Bloomfield. 

My conclusions were : 

First, that the law 
its supplements were 
the law of March 
which provides for submission to the 
people before the benefits of the act cau 
be enjoyed by the township; 

Second, that the act of March 26th. 18!H), 
was the act under which the township 
must operate. Thisopinion was rendered 
on June 4th,lN;il .and on June 10th I called 
the attention of the Sewer Committee to 
the act of April 14th. 18‘JO, which is 
similar to the act of March 26th. but 
does away with the submission to the 
people, and said “that if that act of 
April 14th applied to Bloomfield, the 
Township Committee could go on and 
adopt the system of sewerage without 
reference to tha people.” I read my 
opinion from manuscript, the origiual of 
which I now have before me. The 
opinion did not deal with any question 

of contracts with other municipalities, 
which, so far as I know, were not then 
being consideied, nor did it deal with 
the right to make such contracts, nor 
the method of making them, but 9olely 
with the law relating to a local sewage 
system and raising funds to establish 
such a system. 

In the opinions expressed at that time 
I still believe, viz. : that the law of 1N84 
is repealed and that the township is 
governed by one of the two laws of 
18'JO. 

Further. I would say in this matter, 
that throughout this whole sewer matter 
ray partner.
